Veteran Errors 
Can Be Corrected 

Veterans who find errors 
in their military records can 
have them corrected, ac¬ 
cording to Gordon R. Elliott, 
director of VA’s South e r n 
California Regional Office. 

While some errors may 
seem trivial, correction of 
others could prove impor¬ 
tant, resulting in eligibility 
for VA and other benefits. 

Generally, a veterans is 
expected to file a request for 
correction with in three 
years. Elliott noted, how¬ 
ever, that this deadline may 
be waived in ihe interest of 
justice. 

Elliott explained that a 
veteran, his survivors, or 
legal representative can file 
written applications for cor¬ 
rection of records with the 
branch, of service in which 
the veteran served. 

Depa rtment of Defe use 
forms, “Application for Cor- 
lectian of Military or Naval 
Record,” are available at 
VA offices.

‘ Piggyback ’ Of 
Taxes Rejected 
By Administrators 

One of the major contin¬ 
uing issues on tax efficiency 
and reform Involves propo¬ 
sals to “piggyback” state in¬ 
come tax collections on the 
federal income taxes. 

This proposal, it is argued, 
would eliminate duplication 
of administration efforts

of the taxpayer, speed up 
collections for state govern¬ 
ments and b P more efficient, 
therefore cheaper. 

A committee of the .Na¬ 
tional Association of Tax 
Administrators, after study- 
ing the propesal, has some 
serious doubts about the ad¬ 
vantages. The committee re¬ 
cently reported a belief this 
would not be completely 
beneficial tc states as some 
of the added policing which 
comes from dual reporting 
and checking would disap¬ 
pear. With less enforcement, 
there might be greater tax 
escape. 

The committee also said 
some states have shown an 
nbility to be as efficient as 
the federal government in 
collecting taxes and. there¬ 
fore, that value mav not be 
real. States with withhold¬ 
ing also have as rapid col¬ 
lections as the federal gov- 
I eminent and maybe treater 
speed since they would .not 
have to wait for a rebate of 
collected taxes. 

By making tax forms very 
similar, the taxpayer has 
very little problem In filing 
both forms, th 0 committee- 
believed. 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publico- 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 


1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 


ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company": or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose o f the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing. 




13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8'/ 2 by 11-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 

15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or. file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 

17. QUESTION: Where can I see the new law? 

ANSWER: Most of the sections are quoted 
on printed form obtainable free from: 




5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code.

6. QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication.

8. QUESTION: Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 


9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to fife and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalty will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name.

Sunday Sermon 
At Congregational

concernings rewards or pun¬ 
ishments based on their obe¬ 
dience to the conditions of 
God’s Covenant; the promise 
of the great prophet like 
Moses Who will speak a new 
word 1 from God. 

"This final promise con¬ 
tains the greatest relevance 
for Christians; for we be¬ 
lieve that it refers to Jesus 
Christ. Dr. Luke thinks so, 
too, because he reports in 
Acts 3:22, 23 that the apostle 
Peter cited this promise 
when he preached in the 
temple.”

Loran Vanderlip, director of the California Chamber 
of Commerce’s tax department, has given us a pretty 
good idea. 

“For all governmental purposes, including federal, 
state and local governments,” he reports, “California tax¬ 
payers are dredging up an amazing figure of some $43.7 
billion per year. This amount exceeds the total federal 
budget 20 years ago.” 

Getting specific about the current status of our tax 
responsibility .Vanderlip points out that this state’s share 
of the $268.7 billion federal spending program for fiscal 
1973-74 will be $29.7 billion, better than 10 per cent of 
the total. 

The California figures, the Chamber executive ex¬ 
plains, are based upon carefully devisd allocation tech¬ 
niques for the major governmental income sources, such 
as individual income, corporate income, estate, alcoholic 
beverage, tobacco and motor vehicle taxes, plus trust 
fund receipts and various miscellaneous-source items.

Landlords Told 
Of Illegal 
Rent Increases 

Southern California In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service dis¬ 
trict director F. S. Schmidt 
reminded- landlords today 
that renegotiation provisions 
pertaining to rental agree¬ 
ments prior to January 11, 
1973, which provide for re¬ 
negotiation of a higher rent 
when controls end or which 
specify the higher rent to toe 
charged when controls e.nd, 
are illegal. 

In the Executive Order 
establishing Phase III, Presi¬ 
dent Nixon dee'ared such 
renegotiation provisions in¬ 
operative as unreasonably 
inconsistent with the goals 
of th- 1 Economic Stabiliza¬ 
tion Program. 

Landlords who attempt to 
enforce renegotiation provi¬ 
sions are subject to action 
by the Cost of Living Coun¬ 
cil and the Justice Depart¬ 
ment to prevent operation ot 
such provisions. In addition, 
tenants may enforce their 
own behalf in court.

Many Taxpayers 
Will Suffer 

Los Angeles County As- 
s-or Philip E. Watson warned 
that sixty thousand eligible 
recipients may not receive 
Iheir Homeowner or Veteran 
Exemption this year. 

Watson attributed this 
problem to the fact that ap¬ 
proximately one-seventh of 
til eligible homeow,tiers in 
Iho County move and forget 
tc renew their Homeowner 
or Veteran Exemption. 

The Assessor stressed that 
homeowners must a p p 1 y 
each year in order to re¬ 
ceive the property tax ex- 
emptian. “If a person has 
changed hi.s residence in tho 
past year, our machine- 
printed form with his old 
.address may .not be for¬ 
warded,” Wntsor said. 

Over one million forms 
were mailed to those who 
may qualify for th e $1750 
Homeowner or $1000 Veteran 
Exemption. Thev should be 
returned to the Assessor’s 
Office before the April 15 
deadline. 

To qualify for the exemp¬ 
tion on the 1973 property tax 
bill, a person must have 
lived in his home on the 
lien date of March 1, 1973. 

Anyone who did not re¬ 
ceive a machine - printed- 
form in the mail may pick 
tine up at tire Hall of Ad¬ 
ministration office down¬ 
town, or one of the sixteen 
Regional offices.
